astronauts prepared for man s 
riskiest lunar landing expedi­ 
tion, a search for clues to the 
origin of the moon and solar 
system in rugged, ancient high­ 
lands. 
Jam es A Lovell Jr., 42: Fred 
W. Haise Jr., 34, and late re­ 
placement John L. Swigert Jr., 
38, wakened at 8:58 a m. and re­ 
ceived the good news that ev­ 
erything was on schedule for the 
journey away from their home 
planet. 
Swigert earned a seat on the 
mission Friday, less than 24 
hours before scheduled lift off, 
after a remarkable and unprec­ 
edented rehearsal that moved 
him up from the backup team to 
i e p I a c e 
measles-threatened 
Thomas K. Mattingly II. 
Five miles from the crew 
quarters, 
the 
launch 
crew 
pumped thousands of gallons of 
supercold liquid oxygen and liq­ 
uid hydrogen into the Saturn 5 
rocket that was to blast off at 
2:13 p.m.

Nuclear Arms Accuracy Raises Sneak Attack Spectre 


LONDON 
(AP) - The in­ 
creasing 
accuracy 
of 
both 
American and Russian nuclear 
weapons raises the spectre of a 
sneak attack by one of the su­ 
perpowers, an authorative stra­ 
tegic study reported today. 
This possibility, said Britain’s 
Institute for Strategic Studies in 
its annual survey, makes the 
two nations’ strategic arms lim­ 
itation talks (SALT), which re­ 
open in Vienna on April 16, “the 
most 
important 
arms-control 
negotiation in history." 
At the same time, the survey 
added: SALT is a measure of 
“the slow and wary approach 
by the super-powers towards an 
exclusively 
bilateral 
relation­ 
ship based on a mutual fear of 
nuclear disaster.” 
This relationship is “in all 
probability the new base-line for 
political activity in the years 
ahead," the report said. 
The Institute, now headed by 
former Candian Prime Minister 
Lester Pearson, is a privately 
financed, independent organiza­ 
tion that conducts research in 
military, political and disarma­ 
ment affairs. It draws its infor­ 
mation from the United Nations,

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Raising the Postage Rates 


Maybe the U S postal system will become a 
corporation at some later date or maybe it 
won't but in the meantime mail deliveries must 
be made on a regular basis. 
It is up to the federal government to see that 
service is maintained Congress is considering a 
measure from President Nixon asking that 
first-class postage be increased from 6 cents to 
10 cents an ounce to finance wage increases for 
postal workers. 


WHILE WE ARE IN agreement with the 
President that money to finance the raises must 
come from some source, we believe there is an 
al’ernative to the suggested plan. 
The congressional opposition would do well to 
consider a modified postage increase program 
instead of spending so much time knocking the 
President’s suggestion that nothing gets done 
It would be a good idea for Congress to take 
a look at s?cord a d third-class service when 
considering increases. 
According to a recent estimate, as much as 
one third of all mail processed in the United 
States is of the uisol cited varie.y. 
This amounts to billions of pieces of mail 
finding their way into American homes every 
year — and the majority of them are unwanted. 
Congress could uo third-class postage c nsid* 
erably with the blessing of a majority of Ameri­ 
cans. Why Congress has not acted in this area 
before is a mystery. Mailboxes are getting 
more crowded daily with important messages 


Helping Mankind 


It’s men like Don Starbuck who keep the 
Sa’em Blood Bank full. Not all of them can be 
seven-gallon donors like our heating and air 
conditioning contractor, but most of the Salem 
blood donors have the same dedication and 
desire to help provide an adequate supply of 
the living-giving fluid that is so necessary in 
times of emergency. 
Don has been presented with a seven-gallon 
lapel pin by the Northern Columbiana County 
Red Cross chapter but his own modesty prob­ 
ably will prevent him from wearing it. A man 
of deep religious convcitions, he shuns the 
public spotlight, going about his daily routine 
of trying to help his fellow man in whatever 
way he can.

With junk mail bogging down the U.S. postal 
system, now is the time for Congress to taka 
action. 
And in the case of second-class mail, the rata 
The Salem News and other newspapers are 
charged, we also suggest an increase We ara 
willing to pay our fair share. 
Congress would not go astray by considering 
a two-tier cost system for first-class mail. Ur­ 
gent mail requiring fast delivery could be a 
rate somewhat higher than first-class mail that 
could be delivered at a slower pace. 


CLEARLY A SHAKEUP in postage rates is 
coming. We would like it to be equitable as pos­ 
sible. 
If Congress doesn’t have what it takes to for* 
umulate its cwn reasonable increase bill, then 
President Nixon should seize the initiative and 
submit a modification of his rate proposal. 
There is nothing sacred about his suggested 
four-cent hike in the first-class rate but it is im­ 
perative the matter be taken care of before the 
postal system collapses. 


The Day I s Coming 


It has been a long time coming and it really 
isn’t here yet—the home reception of facsimile 
newspapers or. a widespread basis. 
But according to officials of one of Japan's 
leading newspapers, a major step forward has 
been taken in the developing of a home facsimi­ 
le newspaper receiver. 
The newspaper this week demonstrated a re­ 
ceiver it c’aims will print both sides of a sheet 
simultaneously. It claimed the receiving equip­ 
ment is the world’s first with this capability. 
Technicians who developed the receiver claim 
Its chief merit is that it makes it possible for a 
fairly large-sized paper to be received by a 
compact unit at a “ quite reasonab’e cost.’’ 
The cost *o the purchaser, assuming the fac­ 
simile receiver is mass produced, was estimat­ 
ed at about $300 It would print 
a two-page 
sheet in 5 minutes and 40 seconds. 
Step by step the facsimile newspaper is draw- 
ing closer to the time when it will be an inte­ 
gral part of the home, much as the radio and 
television are today. 
The Japanese, adept in the field of electron 
ics, apparently have brought that time closer 
to the present.

Third Round Coming Up 


When it comes to Supreme Court nominations 
the Senate is full of advice but gives its consent 
sparingly. 
Judge G. Harrold Carswell has been thumbed 
down by the Senate and the search is on for a 
third candidate for the vacant justice’s seat. 


A YEAR AGO next month Associate Justice 
Abe Fortas resigned from the court and the at­ 
tempt to find his successor is entering its third 
phase. 
President Nixon’s first choice, Judge Clement 
F Haynsworth, in November of 19 69 became 
the first nominee to be rejected by the Senate 
In 39 years. The vote came after three months 
of debate. 
The Judge Carswell nomination followed the 
same pattern. 
Critics have tended to place most of the 
blame for the two defeats on President Nixon 
since he selected the controversial nominees 
But some of the fault—and possibly a good 
deal of it—should be channeled to the Justice 
Denartment and Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell. 
Certainly President Nixon has made it clear 
he seeks a conservative southerner for the 
court. And both he and Atty. Gen. Mitchell are 
aware of opposition tactics to such nominations. 
In light of this knowledge, the investigation 
conducted by the Justice Department in the 
Carswell case was woefully inadequate or total­ 
ly disregarded 
by the 
President.

strength of his political prowess, It hardly 
seems likely the President would have ignored 
pertinent information on Judge Carswell’s back­ 
ground. 


WHETHER OR NOT Judge Carswell had ren­ 
ounced the white supremacist position set forth 
in a speech 22 years ago was immaterial. The 
point is it gave the opposition something to peg 
its fight on. Once his record became the issue, 
senators with political and special-interest axes 
to grind had a foundation for their recalcitr­ 
ance. And no one can separate the senators vot­ 
ing their conscience from those voting “ no” be­ 
cause of ulterior motives. 
Surely the administration has learned its les­ 
son from the two defeats based on Atty. Gen. 
Mitchell’s recommendations and will choose a 
new nominee less susceptible to criticism. 
Come to think of it though, we thought the 


same thing after hte Haynsworth affair.

NEW YORK — There come moments when 
neither men nor women who are making histo­ 
ry, nor bits of history themselves, need a writ­ 
ten prelude. So here is a letter from the wife of 
an American prisoner of war. 
Perhaps she is a widow. 
T h i s communication was 
sent to me by a disconsolate 
and d i s c o u r a g e d young 
woman, seeking * ' strength­ 
en support for the campaigr 
of this column and Interna­ 
tional Longshoremen’s Assn. 
(A F L -C I O) Executive Vice 
President John Bowers. We 
are trying to convince the So­ 
viet Union to pressure the Hanoi government 
into releasing five American prisoners of war 
each time »he dockwallopers broke their own 


boycott and sen iced a Russian freighter or lin­ 


er in the harbor here. 
“ Thank you for your help,” she writes as one 
of the leaders of the National League of Fami­ 
lies of American Prisoners in Southeast Asia. 
“ Our men certainly need all the help they can 
get and yours is very valuable indeed. There 
are two or three areas which you might consid­ 
er writing about which I feel would be helpful. 
“ For obvious reasons, I prefer not to be re­ 
ferred to by name about this, but these are 
some of the things that h wife of a war prisoner 
wonders about 


“ WE HAVE REPEATEDLY asked the most 
vociferous of the Vietnam war critics in the 
Senate to be equally vociferous about condemn­ 
ing Hanoi for their crue1 and barbarous tr at- 
ment of our men. Representatives from our 
group have made personal calls on Sen. Ful- 
bright. Sen 
McGovern. Sen. McCarthy, and 
Sen. Kennedy. They claim that the prisoner is­ 
sue is separate from the political issues and 
that they have made statements to the press, 
which is true, but that the press did not give 
them good coverage on these statements. 
“ I asked Sen. McGovern’s legislative assis­ 
tant (the Senator was never able to see me 
himself) to ask Sen. McGovern to create oppor­ 
tunities to do this and I asked Sen. Fulbri'-fU 
himself to do the same . . . specifically on film 
and in the ways which would give their views 
on the prisoner issue the most exposure. They 
both said they would, Sen. Fulbright, in Janu­ 
ary and Sen. McGovern last August. The other 
two Senators told thp wivrs who saw them that 
they would do everything they could to help the 
prisoners. 
“ I think these men understand what we are 
talking about and know just how to go about ac­ 
complishing this if they want to do so. I am 
perplexed about why they won’t give equal time 
to condemning Hanoi for their treatment of our 
loved ones. 
“ We feel that their vociferous criticism of 
Hanoi would be extremely valuable because of 
their well-known positions on the war. 
“ I can only conclude that they hedge so about 
giving our men the help they need so badly be­ 
cause they feel it would dilute their attacks on 


That Lousy Nine Iron Stuck In the Ground 


The guy poked me with his finger and 
said, “ Now, boy, if you write a piece about 
playing golf with Joe Namath, I want you to 
be sure and tell how you stuck that nine-iron 
in the ground. I saw you do it, boy, so tell 
everybody how you stuck that nine iron in 
the ground. You hear, boy? You tell ’em.” 
All right. O.K. I stuck the lousy nine-iron 
in the ground. Good grief. I never asked to 
play golf with Joe Namath, anyway. Big 


deal. 


I WAS RAISED to believe that if a man 
lives a decent life, eats a good breakfast and 
minds his manners, things like playing golf 
with Joe Namath will never happen to him. 
This is not true. 
The occasion was an 18-hole pro-amateur 
golf tournament at the Marco Island Country 
Club. Joe Namath wore pink bell-bottoms, a 
turquoise shirt and shoulder-length hair. I 
wore my seven-year-old golf shoes and a 
green sweater my mother gave me for 
Christmas. 
This epic meeting occurred on the first tee 
at about 12:30 p.m.—in deference, I’m sure, 
to what golfer Jimmy Demaret said about 
Namath’s storied 
hangovers. 
“ Why, 
Joe 
doesn’t get sick (that’s not his word) until 
10:30,” Demaret said. 
About 1,000 people surrounded the first tee. 


Namath chatted glibly with our pro, Doug

Sanders, and then shook hands with me. 


•Lee Mueller,’ I said. He noded He knew I 
knew. 
Namath and Sanders teed off and it was 
my turn. I was listed as “ L. Mueller” on the 
timetable, so the public address announcer 
introduced me as Leonard. Standing over the 
ball, I passed first through a stage of ex­ 


treme nausea and wound up totaly blind on 
my backswing. I honesty did not see the 


ball, but somehow the clubhead hit it and 
knocked it out past Sanders’ and Namath’s 
drives. The crowd made a little noise, I 
think. 


DRUNK WITH HAPPINESS, I walked off 
the first tee, chatting with Namath beside 
me. I had once interviewed him. He said: “ I 
thought I’d seen you around.” Me! Imagine. 
Joe Namath had seen me around. 
The gallery brought me back to earth. 
In golf, the men farthest from the hole al­ 
ways hit first. Sanders hit his second shot 
and the gallery moved around Namath. I 
waited patiently, 10 yards in front of him. 
Whack. Namath hit his second shot and it 
was like a dynamite explosion setting off a 
cattle stampede. The crowd rolled out in 
front of me, then around me and finally 
through me. I stood, bewildered, while Joe 
informed them of my existence. 
Then 1 chunked my second shot in a sand 


trap. 
The day wore on and my game grew 
worse. Namath’s got better. On one occa­ 
sion, however, I looped my drive into the 
fairway while everyone else somehow missed 


it. 
“ You’re going to have to hold us up, Lee,” 
Namath shouted. Imagine. I could see it all 
so plainly . . . We’re in the Jets’ huddle, Joe 
and me. It’s late in the game and we need a 
touchdown. “ You're going to have to hold us 


up, Lee,” says Joe. 


IT WAS HORRIBLE like that until the 14th 
hole, a short par five. I skulled my first two 
shots, hit a seven-iron on the green and, glo­ 
ry, I made a birdie. At 15, a short par three, 
I knocked a nine iron 12 feet from the cup 
and, happiness, holed my second straight 
birdie. 
The gallery stirred. A couple of old ladies 
called me by my first name. I looked Doug 
Sanders straight in the eye for the first time. 
I poled my drive 10 million miles on No. IB. 
Retired jockey Eddie Arcaro, riding in Na­ 
math’s golf cart, yelled, “Hey, Lee, you hoi- 
din’?” 
I laughed suavely. “ Yeh,’ I said, imitating 
Namath. “ Saving for the stretch, Eddie. You 
know about that sort of thing.’ He smiled. 
Then I stuck the lousy nine iron in the 


ground. 


the White House. 


“ OTHERWISE WHY WILL they not create 
opportunities to go on camera and condemn Ha- 
noi loud and long about the prisoners?? Also, 
when is the Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee going to conduct an investigation of the 
treatment of the prisoners? Why no interest bv 
Sen. Fulbright thus far? He seems to investi­ 
gate every other phase of the war in great de­ 
tail. We don’t understand some of these things 
and wish that someone, somewhere woo'd a«k 
the questions so they would have to be an­ 
swered publicly.” 
From now on the POW wives will know that 
the questions have been asked on the record 
and publicly. When there are answers, we’ll re­ 


port them. 
But back to the letter: 
“ Also, I feel that the American public.” she 
writes “ should understand how the 
peace 
groups are using the prisoners to serve Hanoi’s 
propaganda purposes. David Dellinger and Cora 
Weiss are co-chairmen of a ’Commit*ee of Liai­ 
son For Families of Captured and Missing Ser­ 
vicemen.’ Thev say they want to help forward 
letters from the men . . 
My corresoondent savs she believes this is a 
“ sham.” “ There is nothing wrong with the di­ 
rect postal service from Hanoi if the men are 
allowed to write and the letters are mailed. 
Why did not Cora Weiss ask some questions 
about the deaths of the five men whose families 
she notified the day before Christmas?? Two of 
these wives went to see Mrs. Duckies in Berke­ 
ley (Calif.) personally. Mrs. Duckies made the 
trip to Hanoi in December with Mrs. Weiss and 
Mrs. Ethel Taylor. Mrs Duckies said they had 
asked no questions but that Hanoi would not lie 
about a thing like that. 


“ IMAGINE NOT EVEN asking any questions 
about the dead men. How could one woman re­ 
lay such news to another woman without even 
having made 
further inquiry about the cir* 
currc ances? Now the Committ** o’ I "is n 
sends out letters to a few of the wives (of pris­ 
oners) at a time saying there are letters com­ 
ing and that 
you are to receive one, 
causing 
even greater 
torment for those who do 
not 
know if their men are dead or alive. 
“ The peace groups release a few names at a 
time, most of them having been released many 
times before, but it is all to give the impression 
that Hanoi is sending out many names.” 
This, says my correspondent, tends to “ make 
Hanoi look go d.” 
“ They have the list. They could give it to the 
Swedish government if they won’t give it to 
ours. Sweden has released 14 names. Why no 
more? Whv no explanation from Prime Minis­ 
ter (Olaf) Palme about this??” 
It should be noted here that the Prime Minis­ 
ter is due i nthe U.S. late this spring and that 
President Nixon will not receive him.

“ REMEMBER, PLEASE, that I do not under­ 
stand the intricacies of international relations,” 
the young woman continues. “ I feel terribly 
confused about so many of these things whiM 
involve so much that I do not understand. How­ 
ever. I have always thought that if one couptr’* 
(USSR) supplied most of the material for war 
to another country and you want to put pres­ 
sure on the enemy who are treating your men 
cruelly you would greatly increase the pressure 
on the supplier of war materials (Russia). 
“ I have no way of knowing as I sit in my Cal­ 
ifornia living room, and my beloved sits in his 
North Vietnamese cell, if there is something 
more I can do to help him. How I wish I could 
have a vision that would tell me what is exactlv 
the right thing to do, the thing he would want 
me to do above all others. We cannot solve the 
problem ourselves. We can only let the world 
know that it is there to be solved. 
“ If you can help us keep letting the world 
know that we are here and they are there .. . 
the truth about our desperate plight, we would 
be deeply grateful. I am so emoti nally involv­ 
ed with my situation that I am often afraid I 
am u nable to express myself clearly. 
“ Please forgive me. Let me know if you, as 
an objective observer, have any suggestions 
for us. TTiank you for your genuine concern, 
Mr. Riesel.” 
To save her from ghoulish midnight phone 
calls I will not release her name. Nor do we 
wish to learn later her husband was tortured in 
reprisal. 
This is no jingoism, no maudlin move. This 
letter is the anguished outcry of a young wife 
for the man she loves. 
The Soviets could at least get their proteges 
to release a list disclosing whether women such 
as this one, of gut and heart, are wives or wid­ 
ows.

DAVID LAWRENC 
Budget 
Woes 


WASHINGTON — The “ balanced budget’ 
idea is in trouble. Despite every effort Presi­ 
dent Nixon has made to cut expenses, the out- 
look for a small surplus of $1.3 billion in the fis­ 
cal year beginning July 1 is starting to grow 


dim. 
Yet in dealing with expected receipts of $201 
'billion and outlays of nearly $201 billion, as­ 
sumptions as to how much will be collected in 
revenues and what Congress will actually do 
about cutting expenses do not always turn out 


as predicted in January 
‘Thus, it now appears that the interest on tha 
na ional debt may run $300 million or more 
above the estimate. Also, the President has lift­ 
ed the freeze on federal Aid to state and local 
construction 
projects, 
adding 
approximately 
$6 00 million In federal funds to the spending in 


the coming fiscal year 


BUT THE MOST UNEPECTED Item has 
emerged In the postal pav Increase The 1970 
budget assumed that Congress would pass a 
hike in postal rates to reduce postal deficits. 
But as it turns out, because of the strike, Mr. 
Nixon has been confronted with the necessity of 
presenting a federal pay raise not only for 
workers in the post office department but gov­ 
ernment-wide for federal employes So the pro­ 
posed 6 per cent pay raise will cost $2 5 billion 
In fiscal year 1961—or $13 billion more than the 
President had allowed for in his budget. 
Mr. Nixon hopes to raise $2 6 billion through 


postal ra;e increases, o' which $2.3 bi’l on would 
come from moving up first-class mail from S to 
10 cents. But this isn’t considered likely to be 
passed by Congress, as both houses are reluc­ 
tant to take such a step. In other words, the 
postal deficit will be much bigger than has 
been estimated heretofore. 
Many of the President’s reductions in expend­ 
itures will not be enacted. Congress, moreover, 
Is very likely to propose additional Social Secu­ 
rity benefits once more, and there is no allow­ 
ance in the present budget for any such In­ 
crease. 
If the business slowdown continues, this could 
bring a diminution in economic activity below 
the levels on which the budget has been predi­ 
cated This would mean less receipts in taxes. 
Mr. Nixon proposes that collections of estatt 
and gift taxes be speeded up this year so as to 
Increase budget receipts. If Congress approves, 
this could offset part of the loss in revenue. But 
there are many other factors involved, and the 
prospects for a budget deficit in both 1970 and 
1971 are growing constantly. From an economic 
standpoint, a deficit of $2 or $3 billion — and 
even more — would not be as significant per- 
haos as the psychological impact. 
There will, of course, be an increase in con­ 
sumer spending because, with the pay raise and 
hikes in Social Security benefits, more money 
will be available to numerous citizens. This 
should have its effect in enlarging tax receipts. 
When the whole situation is surveyed, it is ap­ 
parent that fiscal policy is undergoing a slow 
but inevitable change from restriction to a peri­ 
od of ease. Labor unions in the private sector, 
meanwhile, will be demanding more and more 
pay boosts without necessarily assuring a corre­ 
sponding amount in added productivity. But 
there are many unions which will demand pay 
raises similar to those given to government 
workers. 
The Federal Reserve Board, incidentally, will 
have a difficult choice to make. Much as some 
of the members would like to ease the mone­ 
tary policy, a reduction of interest rates would 
be viewed as inflationary at a time when con­ 
sumer spending will have been increased. 


THE MERE FACT that there is to be a bud­ 
get deficit apparently will not influence con­ 
gress to make substantial cuts in government 
expenses. The tendency—especially in an elec­ 
tion year—has been to maintain the flow of gov­ 
ernment funds to various projects throughout 
the country which have been depending upon 
large amounts of federal money. 
Instead of talking about a “ budget balance,” 
it is pr .bable teat tiie adntin s. al.cn w '1 be in 
the position of arguing that a deficit of a billion 
or two in a budget of more than $200 billion — 
and with a gross national product of more than 
$9 85 billion — is relatively small and will not 
prove damaging to the economic future of the 
country.
